the Johnsons, soon forgot all 
about it and listened intently 
instead to a-man who liked 
what he was doing — cooking, 
creating dishes and explaining 
the steps as he went along. 
Here was a man who obvious- 
ly likes other people who like 
to cook. 


Mr. Verdon explained at the 


beginning — in the Quiche 
Lorraine part of his demon- 
stration — that 'he didn't 
believe the modern homema- 
ker needs to spend all her 
time in the kitchen. He be- 
lieves in short-cuts that are 
useful and noted that the 
Menders and mixers he was 
using at the moment not only 
were time savers, but they 
make possible so many foods, 
such as 
fresh homemade 


dressings 
for the average 


housewife to prepare. 


Running Conunentory 


His commentary was con- 


stant, an explanation of what 
he was doing at the moment, 
'then a sharing of any valuable 
cooking tip that came to 
mind. The crowd listened in- 
tently to catch every word. 
-For instance, he suggested 
"that tiie quiche or pie dough 
be made the day before it was 


" to be used because it becomes 


easier to work and roll out 
after overnight refrigeration. 
"Make enough dough to freeze 
-and then you've got it when 
you need it," he added. 


He used a clamper or 


inexpensive strawberry huller 


" to make the fluted edges (the 


glamourous, gourmet kind) on 
the quiche pastry. He also 


• gave out an idea that made 
everyone smile a little and 
•wonder. "Now why didnt I 
. think of that?" as he explain- 
ed it was silly to fill a pie 


• crust with liquid such as the 
'quiche custard, "way up to 


the brim and then hope it 
doesn't spill on its trip to the 
oven." 


His solution was simple, 


practical. Fill the pastry shell 
half way, put it in the oven, 
then pour remaining liquid or 
custard from a pitcher into 
the pastry with no fuss, no 
spill. 


"Cracking eg^s with one 


hand also is ridiculous when 
God gave us two hands to 
use." he said, noting that eggs 
should be separated or crack- 
ed in a separate dish or bowl 
away from the blender in 
order to protect the mixture 
already in it. 


Here he gave another tip 


with a little story how to tell 
a fresh egg from a hard- 
boiled or hard-cooked egg. 
"Simply spin the egg,'J he 
said, doing it on the table." 
the hard-boiled egg whirls 
round and round, see, but not 
the fresh eggs, it just sits 
there." 


White pepper looks better in 


a white sauce or dressing, he 
said as he took mere seconds 
to prepare a basic mayon- 
naise. "How long you think 
this takes, eh? Not even 
minutes!'' he noted as he told 
his listeners to make their 
own mayonnaise and dress- 
ings and sauces because "they 
taste better, they arc fresh 
and they take only a short 
while to make." 


Tricks of the Trad" 


For mayonnaise, he said, it 


is important 
to have all 


ingredients at room tempera- 
ture. "The vinegar is brought 
to a boil, then added while it's 
hot to make the mayonnaise 
smooth. 


"Remember to keep your 


basic dressings, sauces really 
basic — that means neutral in 
taste," he cautioned. Chef 
Verdon uses salad oil, explain- 
ing that olive oil is not neutral 
in taste. "Don't panic if the 
Hollandaise Sauce 
separates 


after refrigeration or if the 
mayonnaise curdles." 


A little cold water whisked 


into the dressing brings it 
back into shape. Hollandaise 
needs to be rewarmed by 
olacing sauce in a heat-proof 
dish and then in a pan of 
warm water; add warmed 
sauce to two tablespoons cold 
water in mixing bowl and mix 
in electric mixer until smooth 
again. 


Tomato Peel Rose 


It was during the sauce and 


mayonnaise preparation time 
that Chef Verdon deftly peeled1 
a tomato like an apple, using 
an electric knife, then pro- 
ceeded to roll the peeling into 
a tight wedse, bringing the 
peel round and round into a 
circle to form a rose. "Useful 
for sarnish for chicken, cold 
mr-at plate," he said. 


He also explained, out of 


context, that a good way to 
keep spaghetti or other pasta 
from boiling over while it's 
cooking in rapid boil is to use 
his "chimney" method. Take 


an empty can, taller than the 
water depth, and take off both 
ends with can opener. Sub- 
merge in center of pot, push- 
ing the pasta carefully to one 
side, and "voila! the water 
comes through the can like a 
fountain and goes back down 
again instead of boiling over." 


"In c o o k i n g fish, cauli- 


flower, always put milk in the 
water and top with a piece of 
bread to make a little cover 
— this absorbs the odor and 
keeps it out of the kitchen or 
apartment," he explained. 


Always use a collar for a 


souffle, he said, by placing 
waxed paper around the souf- 
fle dish and above it. Fix the 
collar 
tight so when the 


mixture is poured above the 
dish itself, it won't leak out. 
Another tip - 
butter the 


mold, refrigerate the dish, 
then butter it again. 


Throw-Away Dauber 


The pastry brush was not 


for him. This he demonstrated 
while preparing the paper-thin 
p a n c a k e s called crepes. 
"What's wrong with using the 
folded paper, eh?' he asked 
PS he swished a dab of butter 
in the small crepe pan, "Then 
it can be thrown away with no 
problems." The folded square

f naper toweling was dis- 
rgrd^d, a new one used for 
the n°xt oancake. which he 
turned with his fingers as be 
<=9id. "You do this at home, I 
know, so I do it. too." 


Mr. Verdon was emphatic 


pbout the care of skillets. "Do 
not wash them," he said, 
referring to cast iron varie- 
tv," season them 
instead. 


Biirn them 10 to 15 minutes 
with a bit of oil, clean them 
with wadded newspaper. They 
can be sprinkled with salt, 
then cleaned and 'seasoned' or 
burned at i n t e r v a 1 s , but 
should never be washed in 
soap and water."

In 1948, nearly half the popu- 
lation of Donora, Pa., became 
ill, and 20 people died during 
a week when a cloud of 
polluted air gripped the city. 


Mild Effects 


Many people have experi- 


enced mild effects of dirty 
air, particularly in densely 
populated. a r e a s and on 
crowded highways. Symptoms 
include burning of the eyes, 
coughing, headache, shortness 
of breath, nausea and vomit- 
ing. Statistics show that peo- 
ple who live in cities are more 
likely than others to get lung 
cancer and similar diseases. 
. Despite the statistics and 
increasing pollution, there is a 
general feeling of helplessness 
among people most subject to 
dirty air. They feel 
1 that there 


is little they can do about the 
problem until the polluters 
themselves are put under 
stricter controls. 


They know that the most 


obvious solutions for them- 


selves, such as choosing a 
home and job in an area of 
clear air,, are simply not 
possible for more than a lucky 
few. 


They don't realize the full 


extent of what they can do to 
protect themselves to some 
degree under the conditions 
they face each day. Among 
the steps they can take in 
certain cases are the follow- 
ing ones adapted from various 
pollution authorities, including 


the bulletin of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association: 


—If you reside in a heavily 


polluted area, remain indoors 
if possible during the hours of 
the day when the sun is 
hottest. Keep the windows and 
doors closed. Avoid dust and 
aerosol sprays. Air out the 
house during the night when 
pollution is at a minimum. In 
downtown areas, choose office 
space as far as possible above 
the street level.

Economists Show 
importance of Plans 
To Regulate Output 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


government economists say 
there is no way for the United 
States to eat its way out of the 
farm problem, no matter how 
much is spent on feeding poor 
families. 


Alvin C. Egbert and Stephen 


Heimstra say in an Agricultural 
Economics, Research report 
that it is tempting to consider 
diverting $3 billion a year in 
farm payments to help poor 
families eat better. 


But, they say, elimination of 


farm payments and production 
controls would result in more 
output and immeasurable com- 
plex problems on many sides. 


If production were unrestrict- 


ed, the report said, consumers 
would have to eat 25 per cent 
more to maintain farm income. 


"It Is unlikely that people 


would eat this much additional, 
regardless of the incentives," 
the economists said. "Food ex- 
penditures would have to in- 
crease about $25 billion to ex- 
pand demand for farm output 
sufficiently to replace, through 
the market, the $3 billion farm- 
ers now receive in direct 
payments." 


The report said any plan to 


eliminate farm payments and 
controls—with a resulting boost 
in production to offset loss of in- 
come — "appears quite 
unreasonable" and that it would 
be too costly. 


Proposals for supplementing 


incomes of poor families also 
would not solve the farm dilem- 
ma, the economists said.

PULLMAN, Wash. — It may 


soon be possible to determine if 
a plant is cold hardy without 
ever subjecting it to a cold 
environment. 


University of Wisconsin (UW) 


horticulturists have found a 
special enzyme, a fraction of 
peroxidase, found in large 
quantities in plants which have 
high resistance to cold. Plants 
with low cold resistance contain 
little or none of the enzyme 
fraction. 


This research was reported 


by Brent McCown at the 
American Society for Hor- 
ticultural Science 
annual 


meeting at Washington State 
University. The findings are 
part of the study by McCown, 
G.E. Beck, and T.C. Hall, all 
UW horticulturists. 


Carnation Examined 


Most of the studies of the cold- 


hardiness enzyme have been 
done with the carnation plant, 
McCown said. He chose this 
plant 
because 
different 


varieties range in hardiness 
from extreme cold tolerance to 
tender varieties that can only 
survive in a greenhouse.

Iperoxidase and other plant 
proteins have been possible only

Americans are open • handed in con- 


tiibuimg fmciici?1 support to charitable 
organizations and institutions which would 
be unable to carry on their work without 
such help. No figures are available but in 
Wisconsin alone, such support in a year 
certainly runs into many millions of 
dollars Once they give, most citizens pay 
little or no attention to how the funds are 
disbursed because they believe even though 
they don't know that those receiving their 
contributions will use the money wisely and 
efficiently And most, we're certain, do. 


Many charitable, benevolent, philan- 


thropic and patriotic organizations which 
depend on citizen support make a practice 
of full disclosure of receipts and expendi- 
tures An old state law applies to such 
reporting in some types of fund-raising 
activities, but it has been found ineffectual 
in enlightening the public about the volume 
of such receipts and the costs involved in 
collecting them. It is in the contributors' 
interests to know such things because it's 
their money which is being given and 
spent 


Under the proposed bill, annual reports 


would be required from all organizations 
pot specifically exempt which receive more 
than $500 annually m contributions. The 
reports would be made public. Failure to 
report would cancel the organization's 
registration and make it illegal for it to 
continue to solicit funds. The main thrust 
of the bill is aimed at those organizations 
which receive more than $10.000 yearly. 
They would be required to file detailed 
reports, including the dollar cost and 


of the gross cortributions of all 


administrative, solicitation and advertising 
costs. 


The value of such disclosures will 


depend on the adequacy of the reporting 
forms for which no provision is made in the 
Warren proposal. Efforts, however, are 
being made to write into the bill a 
requirement that 
all 
organizations 
be 


required to use the form which has been 
adopted by the National Health Council and 
the National Social Welfare Assembly. 
Such forms would provide uniformity in 
reporting and provide citizens with a much 
more comprehensive and valid view of 
w here their contributions are going than if 
each organization used its own reporting 
method. 


Some critics may say that the proposed 


law is an encroachment on an organiza- 
tion's right to raise funds wherever and 
however they can without interference 
from the state. In actuality, the law would 
not ban any fund raising. We believe the 
proposed reporting procedure has merit in 
that it will inform contributors how their 
money is being used and it would pinpoint 
unusual and excessive solicitation expenses 
which 
drain 
off funds 
for the very 


charitable purposes for which donations 
are given. 


The proposed law in no way impugns 


the integrity and the purposes of the 
hundreds of charitable organizations in the 
state whose services cover a wide range of 
help to individuals. Those who support 
such activities should have the means 
available to determine how their money is 
being spent toward this basic purpose. The 
Warren proposal is a major step in this 
direction and should receive legislative 
approval. 


Hanoi's Itsafmenf of POW's 


The news conferences held by two 


American prisoners of war released by the 
North Vietnamese last summer are dis- 
heartening. It is clear that the Communists 
are not observing even in spirit the Geneva 
conventions on how such prisoners should 
be treated. 


Lieutenant Robert Frishman and Postal 


Clerk Douglas Hegdahl told of solitary 
confinement in extremely hot cells, neglect 
of injuries, starvation diets, beatings and 
even such medieval practices as tearing out 
fingernails. This is in obvious contrast to 
the almost hypnotic films of American 
prisoners of war monotonously saying that 
everything is fine. Apparently the newly 
released Americans had promised those 
still in North Vietnamese prisons that they 


would let the people at home know the real 
story even at the risk of worse treatment 
for those remaining. 


War is a brutal business in any case. 


There have been disturbing reports of 
something quite less than humane treat- 
ment of suspected Viet Cong by South 
Vietnamese forces and a few cases in which 
even American troops were charged with 
brutality and murder of prisoners. 


But the treatment by the North Viet- 


namese is calculated and callous Official 
American protests will probably make no 
difference but at least those who are apt to 
applaud the Communists as really fighting 
in the name of humanity should have 
second thoughts. 


Political Progress In Ghana 


In the general political chaos of most of 


Africa's black nations, Ghana has taken a 
firm step forward toward democratic and 
sensible rule. 


Actually it seemed that Ghana started 


out well back in 1956 when it held rela- 
tively free elections and put into presiden- 
tial office the highly popular Kwame Nkru- 
man But Nkrumah had immense delusions 
of grandeur that just about ruined his na- 
tion economical^- and eventually led to his 
ouster by the military when he was conven- 
iently on a trip to China Since the take-over 
in 1966 Xkiumah has been living in next 
door Guinea but e\en left-wing President 
Sekcu Touin isn't happ\ with his presence 
and \Krumah is practiralH a prisoner in 
lir uii ru« suiroundings 


This month free elections were once 


more held in Ghana and the winner was Dr. 
Kofi Abrefa Busia, whose Progress Party 
gained a maionty of 100 seats in the 140 
seat Parliament so that Dr. Busia will 
become Prime Minister. There had been 
doubts about the election because of the 
usual African tribal splits and because Dr. 
Busia's maior opponent, once a member of 


Nkrumah's regime, had been better known. 
But clearly the Ghanians were thoroughly 
disillusioned with Nkrumah and the charges 
of his personal profit from running the 
country as well as his efforts to portray 
himself as a saint and savior. 


Dr Busia is a sociological scholar who 


has taught at Oxford, the University of 
Leiden and El Colgio de Mexico. He has the 
support of Ghana's military leaders who 
were the major force in ousting Nkrumah. 
He sees the way to economic growth and 
political stability through conciliation and 
compromise and working in harmony with 
other nations, in Africa and Europe in 
particular. And with the solid majority in 
Parliament. Dr. Busia and his party should 
be able to provide strong leadership.

the other members write. Nor 
does enlarging the court decr- 
ease the amount of tune 
required for listening to the 
oral arguments of counsel, for 
the conferences, consultation, 
or the discussion of the judges. 
Only five states have courts of 
last resojt composed of more 
than seven judges, while 25 
states have s e v e n - j u d g e 
benches and 20 have five or 
fewer. 


The Supreme Court could 


conserve some of its time if a 
nodification of its procedure 
Muld be made. Such technique 
i n c l u d e s the discretionary 
elimination of certain types of 
cases, limiting the court's 
jurisdiciton, decreasing t h e 
time for appeals, and affirm- 
ing trial courts by memoran- 
dum or summary decisions. A 
person should have one appeal 
as of right in every case, but 
this is getting humanly impos- 
sible with only a supreme 
court to hear appeals.

Some states have attempted

While this method of hearing 
cases is prevalent on the 
intermediate appellate level it 
seems inappropriate on the 
supreme court level. Sitting in 
panels also presents, the posi- 
bility of conflicting decisons by 
different divisions resulting in 
two supreme courts in a state 
instead of one. 


If 
a case is 
important 


enough to go to the Supreme 
Court, it is important enough 
to call for composite judgment 
of all members of the court.
